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of  Science  of  St.  Louis,  1843.  Member  of  Pub¬ 
lic  School  Board,  1848  (President,  1848-1849). 
Was  largely  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  first 
public  school  taxes,  1850.  Aided  in  organization 
of  Colored  Orphans’  Home,  Soldiers'  Orphans 
Home,  Memorial  Home,  Blind  Girls’  Home, 
Women’s  Christian  Home  and  other  charities. 
Between  1870  and  1876  he  fought  effectively 
against  commercialized  vice  in  Missouri.  An 
early  advocate  of  Prohibition  and  Woman  Suf¬ 
frage. 

Author  of  Doctrines  of  Christianity ;  Lectures 
to  Young  Men;  Lectures  to  Young  Women  (re- 
edited  as  Horne  Life  and  Influence);  Discipline 
of  Sorrow;  The  Story  of  Archer  Alexander.
